This indefatigable servant of the cross, who 
has been several months in this country, collect- 
ing money for one of the noblest and most benev- 
olent purposes which can command the atten- 
tion of the Christian world, embarked on Sun- 
day afternoon in the Hercules, for Liverpool. 
After spending a few days among his friends in 
England, he will take his departure for the last 
time for India—mwhere he calculaies to end his 
days in the great work in which he has already 
been engaged for more than twenty years. 

He preached on Sunday morning, im the Bap- 
tist Church in Fayette-street, and a collection 
was taken up forthe Baptist Foreign Missionary 
Society—the labours of which are now directed 
to the propagation of the Gospel in the Burman 
empire, where the darkness of superstition and 
infidelity is of a deeper shade, if possible, than 
among the Hindoos.

of his mission, The audience were so imuch 
affected that the tear glistened in almost every 
eye.—A parting hymn prepared for the occasion, 
was then sung; and Mr. W. accompanied by a 
number of friends to the bvat, took his final de- 
parture from America,

THE LAST HOURS OF AN INFIDEL, 
WHO BURNT HIS BIBLE. 


On the Lord’s day. Oct. 24th, 1819, I 
was called (says the person who has fur- 
nished the following account) to visit a 
poor man in Manchester. [ie was de- 
scribed to me as dying in the most dis- 
tracting agonies of mind. I found him 
in the full possession of his menta! fac- 
uities but much agitated and alarmed by 
a sense of his great sinfulness and ap- 
proaching misery. For this ] was at no 
loss to account, when | had learned, part- 
ly from himself, and partly from his 


neighbours, the following particulars of 


his history :—= - 

He had been accustomed from child- 
hood to reverence the institutions of re- 
ligion, to read the Word of God, and to 
attend his worship. Regular in his bab- 
its, and moral in his deportment, he had 
generally maintained a fair character. 
About six months before the time at 
which I saw him, he had been deprived 
of his wife by death. To suppress the 
sorrow occasioned by this loss, he went 
frequently to a public house; there he 
found companions whese mirth caused 
him to forget for a moment his troubles. 
At first he was surprised and shocked by 
their profaneness, but he soon proved that 
“ Evil communications corrupt good man- 
ners.” These men were INFIDELS; and 
it was not long before they persuaded 
their new associate to imitate their exam- 
ple, in abandoning the profession, and 
casting off the restraints of Religion, On 
SuNDAY mornings they met to encourage 
each other in all manner of wickedness ; 
and on one of those occasions, according 
to previous agreement, they together 
committed their id/es to the flames. and 
vowed never again toentera place of relig- 
ious worshifi.—* All this (said the wretch- 
ed man) did well enough while I was in 
health, and could keep off the thoughts of 
death.”? Now, however, he was siretched 
on a bed of sickness, and conscious of his 
near approach to eternity; in this state, 
forced to reflection, his guilt and danger 
excited the utmost horror and alarm: 
despair. had taken full possession of his 
mind.
